: HE CITY'S REPUTE AT STAKE. 


Los Angeles approaches a pri<ary 
election tomorrow under unusual circum- 
stances. A Mayor is to be elected to direct 
ihe destinies of the municipality during the 
Initiatery stages of the reconstruction pe- 
riod. it will take time for the violent pas- 
sions awakened by the war to subside, for 
dusturbed business conditions to readjust 
ihemselves and for the wheels of induwetry, 
thrown awry by the war, to resume their 
normal functions. During the last ‘two 
years the municipal government has Deen 
«me of the best In the country. There have 
been no disturbances, no riots. no outbreaks 
of the 1.W.W., no suggestion of war sla-.ing 


and disloyalty. Under ordinary conditions 


our war Mayor would have been re-elvcted 
practically without opposition. 


But just at the beginning of the munici- 
nal campaign Mayor Woodman was sud- 
denly called upon to defend himself aga‘nst 
one of those sinister accusations which are 
occasionally hatched in the slums of Ameri- 
can politics. He was confronted by a grand 
jury indictment charging him with acce;ting 
a bribe from negro gamblers for the protec 
tion of vice. It was not alleged that the 
Mayor had ever met or associated with the 
disreputable characters named in the ind'ct- 
ment. He was charged with having acted 
through an intermediary, who convicted 
himself as a moral pervert by his-own con- 
tradictory testimony, but failed ludicrously 
in Kis attempt to incriminate the Mayer 

Mayor Woodman was handsomely \indi- 
cated in the trial, which closed Friday night. 
Not a scintilia of evidence was produced to 
convict him in the slightest degree of con- 
duct unbecoming a gentieman and a public 
official. The verdict of the jury wiped out 
the stain of the grand jury indictment. His 
establishment by the court is complete, and 
the hour has arrived when he should rec2.ve 
a vindication by the people through his: re- 
nomination and re-election as Mayor of Los 
Angeles. 

It is true that there are other good men 
in the field. Mr. Sylvester A. Weaver is a 

idate indorsed by the Associatior for 
the Betterment of Public Service and the 
highest type of a successful Los Anseles 
business man. He began in his youth as a 
clerk atthe foot of the ladder in a local 
establighment. His assets were integrity, 
ability and indomitable courage; and with 
these he worked his way to the top. He 
commands the highest respect in the com- 
munity and has the sincere regard of The 
Times. We are in sympathy with his aims 
and purposes and we like the company he 
keeps. But it is quite clear to The Times, 
after a careful analysis of the situat‘on. 
that. in order to be true to themselves, the 


Los Angeles iteelf is at 
lesue. More harm was done to the city by 
that grand jury indictment, on evidence 
that was utterly insufficient to convict, than 
to Mayor Woodman himself. Scandabmon- 
gers have been busy ali through the East 
soreading the accusationg against our 
Mayor as evidences of actual conditions ex- 
isting in Los Angeles—a community that 
has enjoyed a national repute for mors!, so 
cial and financial integrity. The thoughtiess 
man or worman is always too ready to asso- 
clate accusation with conviction. Every- 
where the thoughtless now refer to Los An- 
geles with a sneer.

fail to rally tomorrow fn sufficient numbers | 


to place Mayor Woodman on the munictpal 
ticket, if not to elect him outright at the 
primary, the country at large will believe 
that those charges against him were found- 
#4 on fatt. Through no desire on his own 
part, the vindication of Mayor Woodman 
has become tne dominant-issue of the cam- 
naizen. It oversbadows all the others. The 
hughest court in free America is public opin- 
fon, and public opinion throughout the ovun- 
try at larze will accept as final the rdict 
of the electorate at the polls’ on Tuesday. 
if the Mayor is renominated the country 
will know that the charges against him were 
the result of false accusations, which were 
exploded during his trial. If he fails tv se- 
cure a place on the ticket, then the gossip 
will be that h<« was repudiated because the 
city administration was corrupt. Outride 
of Los Angeles, Mr. Weaver and Mr. Snyder 
are unknown. Their personal popularity 
and the political exigencies of the cam- 
paign, as prenaratory to the national cam- 
raign next year, are not understood. The 
defeat of Mayor Woodman would leave a 
stain on the fair name of the municipality 
steelf. 
The Times doubted from the outside the 
ty of the charges brought against 
neon Woodman. His record in office and 
his personal habits all gave them the Iie; 
but we withheld expression of opinion un- 
ttl the verdict of the jury was rendered 
The people of the city had already recorded 


,their verdict from reading transcripts of 


the testimony in the press. The result was 
never in doubt from the moment that the 
prosecution announced that it rested its 
case. The public was astounded that an 
indictment should have been returned on 
such flimsy testimony. Most of the wit- 
nesses for the prosecution were a motley 
array of disreputables, who persistently 
contradicted themselves and each other. If 
the case had been staged as a movie melo- 
drama, in which the hero is made a victim 
of a malignant political conspiracy in the 
first act and triumphantly vindicated in the 
last. it could not have been played better. 
“All the world’s a stage” is as true in the 
twentieth century as when Shakespeare 
wrote that line three centuries ago. 

But there must be no anticlimax. The 
people of the city who have its best inter 
ests at heart have a serious duty to perform 
tomorrow. They owe it to Mayor Woodman 
to make amends in part for the indignities 
to which he has been subjected. They owe 
it to themselves to give an object lesson 
that defaming the reputation of an honest 
man because he has been fearless in the ex- 
ercise of his public duty is neither good 
business nor good politics. And they owe 
it to themselves to redeem the fair name 
of our good city by going to the polis to- 
morrow and voting for Frederic T. Wood-

MERICA’S MERCHANT MARINE. 


At the begining of the Muropean war 


only 9.7 per cent. of American exports aad 
imports was carried in American botcvms. 
Merchant ships flying the American fag 
now constitute 46 per cent of the shipping 


plying between our own and foreign ports, 


or 20 per cent of the world's shipping. 


This is. a showing of which every Amer- 


ican citizen may well boast But we canuot 


afford to rest on our laurels. In.spite of 


this war-time achievement—brought about 
by the lavish expenditure of public money 
in an abnormal state of affairs—America 
has still a hard task ahead to regain and 
hold her ancient eupremacy in ocean trans- 
portation. 

For we must not forget that this encour. 
aging changé for the better in the porcent- 
age figures ofour ocean-carrying trade wos 
chiefly the result of the tremendous de- 
struction of foreign merchant ships by te 
Kaiser's sea sharks, but for which foreign 
loss our shipbuflding programme would aot 
have given us our fiying start. To nain- 
tain and to improve on our lead we shall 


have to meet the strenuous efforts of our 


foreign competitors to recover the immense 
temnage sacrificed during the war. The 
world shortage in shipping is now over :6,- 
000,000 tons. 

By the time this shortage has been over- 


come, will America‘ still possess 20 per 


cent. of the world’s shippiag? No morc im- 
portant economic problem is before the 2a- 


tion. Its solution depends not only on our 


keeping up our shipbuilding activities, but 
on our ability to man and operate our ships 
and meet the freight rates of the other na- 
tions of the world. The future status of our 
merchant marine must be largely decided 
by the action of our lawmakers, by the ef- 
forts of our shipbuilders, business men and 
bankers and by the attitude of American 
labor. 


and together we may yet lose again that 
commercial sea supremacy which is ours by 
right of our undeniable position as the rich 
est and most productive country on the face 
of the earth. 


While combined Amnierica has demon- 


strated its ability to meet any issue that 


may confront it, it would be foolish to un- 
derrate the magnitude of any national un-* 


dertaking. In the rehabilitation of our mvr- 
chant marine the first step is to take stock 
of the difficulties ahead and then to devise 
ways and means for removing them. 

All the leading nations are in the race 
for the sea commerce that peace wili 
velop. America starts with the hand 
of higher cost of operation. Our ship 
ers must have assurance that the profits 
earned by a ship will pay for the cost of the 
ship. Instead of that assurance they have— 
the Seamen's Act. 

As a practical patriot and a practical 
sailor no man is more competent to speak 
on this subject than Capt. Robert Dollar. 
He’ Rnows more about the sea and things 


if they lived a hundred lives.. And this is 
the conclusion drawn by Capt. Dollar. 

“If the seamen’s union should, after peace 
is signed, compel President Wilson to en- 


any argument. The diff in crew cost 
under the Seamen's Act has accurate- 
ly computed by Capt Dollar as follows: 
For American ships, $3000 a month: for 
British ships, $1400 a month; for Japanese 
ships, $775 a month. No wonder japan 
looked upon this Seamen's Act as a gratul- 
tous gift from Uncle Sam to its ship owners 
of the freedom of the Pacific Ocean. 

To equalize competition for sea trade 
between our own and foreign nations vart- 
ous suggestions have been made. Govern- 
ment contro] will pass. The routing of chips 
is a far more complicated business than the 
management of railroads. All responsible

capital and enterprise and the merchant 
vessels bullt by the government as a war 
measure must be turned over to practical 
shipping concerns. 

The Times is of the opinion that the first 
step toward placing our merchant marine 
on a solid financial basis should be the ab 
rogation of the hampering Seamen's Act. 
Mr. Edward N. Hurley fa\ors a government 
subsidy to help our shipowners to meet the 
lower wages paid by foreign steamship com- 
panies. Senator Jones advocates discrim- 
inatory duties in favor of goods and mer 
chandise carried in American bottoris. 
Some assistance from Congress is certainly 
needed for the benefit of our merchant serv- 
. Im the past Congress has appeared to 
legislate altogether for the good of our for- 
eign competitors. 

Since the signing of the armistice con- 
tracts for four million tons of shipping have 
been cancelled by the government. 
government yards throughout the country 
have closed, down. There is no certainty 
that ship owners are in any hurry to buy 
the vessels already built by the government. 
These are signs that do not point very 
btrongly to American commercial suprem- 
acy of the seas during the year 1920.

Give Figures on Mexico's Ore 
Production Last Year. 


Many Concessions Granted, 
Official Report Shows. 


Copper Leads List in Total 
Value; Silver is Next. 


(SPECTAL l 

MONTEREY (Mex.) April 30.— 
Interesting statistics in regard to the 
operation of mines in Mexico for the 
year 1918 are contained in a state- 
ment just issued by Leopoldo Lopez, 
chief of the Bureau of Mines of the 
Department of Industry and Com- 
merce. The figures as to the min- 
eral production cover only the first 
nine months of that year. They 
show a total of $180,000,000, or at 
the rate of $20,000,000 a month for 


the first nine months.

AFTER ASSOCIATED, 


REPORTS GAIN COLOR OWING TO 
COMBINE’S WORLD-WIDE 
EXPANSION. 


The reports that the Royal Dutch- 
Shell combine is seeking possession 
‘of the Aasociated Oil propefties gain 
}color, ofl experts say, by the world- 
wide expansion of the combine, evi- 
denced by ita purchase of the Mext- 
can Eagle interests in Mexico, its 
operations in Colombia, Venezuela, 
Trinidad and many other countries; 
its explorations for oil wherever its 
existence ig even, suspected, and, 
most of all, perhaps, by its grow- 
ing operations in California.

UNION HIT BY DECISION. 


Important Judgment of Supreme Court 
. May Affect Many Cases. 


In deciding the suit of C. R. 
Smith versus the Union Oi] Com- 
pany, involving the right to oil 
lands in Ventura county, the 8Su- 
preme Court of the United States has 
for the first time construed the Five 
Claims Act of Congress of 1903.. The 
court found in favor of Smith, sus- 


taining the Superior Court of Ven- 
tura county and the Supreme Céurt 
of California. In substance, the 
court holds, it is pointed out, that 
work done on one of a group of five 
claima, prior to discovery of oll, will 
not hold the others as against an- 
ther bona fide locator. The decision 
is highly important, and on its face 
it appears to affect gravely a number 
of cases now pending in court. The 
act of 1908 reads as follows: 

‘That where oll lands are located 
under the provisions of title 32, 
chapter 6, Revised Statutes of the 
United States, as placer mining 
claims, the annual assessment labor 
upon such claims,may be done upon 
any one of a group of claims lying 
contiguous and owned by the same 
person or corporation, not ae 
five claims in all: provided that gai 
labor will tend to the development 
of, or to determine the oil-bearing 
character of such contiguous 
claims.” 


In the case just decided the Union 
OllCompany acquired the claim in 
dispute by virtue of location made 
in 1883, in valid form by eight loca- 
tors, whose ai the company 
bought out. land in section 
17, township & north, range 17 west, 
Sespe Canyon. No discovery of oil 
had been made when Smith and 
seven other locators went on the land 
and located it as a mineral claim. 
At the time the Union was drilling 
a well on a neighboring claim and 
asserted a superior title to the land 
located by Smith and associates, bas- 
ing such title upon the Five Claims 
Act and ite acquisition of the loca- 
tion made in 1883. 

OVERRULES UNION. *® 


In the Superior Court at Ventura 
Judge Robert Clark overruled the 
Union's plea, though admitting all 
the facts.claimed and proved and 
that the Union had pioneered the 
region in question and made it val- 
wable by ite work. The Supreme 
Court of California sustained this 
judgment and the Union, by writ of 
error, carried its case to the Su- 
preme Court of the United 


quite fully to show that annual as- 
sessment is someéthing to follow, not 
precede discovery, a development of 
known deposits, not a step in ex- 
ploration of the ground, Justice 
Pitney, delivering the opinion of the 
court, says: 

“The argument for the plaintiff 
(the Union Ol] Company,) while con- 
ceding the general rude to have been 
established that assessment work 
could avail nothing except when per- 
formed upon or for the benefit of 
a claim on which a discovery of 
mineral already had been made, in- 
sists that the difficulty and grtvat ex- 
pense attendant upon the sinking of 
wells to make discovery of oil made 
it evident that the application of this 
doctrine was great burden upon the 
oll miner; and that this, having been 
brought to the attention of Congress, 
was the moving cause of the enact- 
ment of the act of February 12, 
1903. This contention finds no sup- 
port in the enacting clause, and but 
little in the proviso. It gives to the 
somewhat indefinite language of the 
proviso an effect that would greatly 
enlarge instead of confining the 
meaning of what precedes, and 
would render the statute a radical 
departure from the previous policy 
of the mining laws. The legislative 
history of the act, as well as its 
phraseology, fails to support the con- 
tention. 


NOT OF GREAT FORCE. 

“Nor is there great force in the 
suggestion that with respect to oil 
claims upon which discovery already 
has been made there was no need to 
encourage the doing of work to de- 
termine their oil-bearing character 
because this had already been estab- 
lished by the antecedent discovery. 
It hardly is necessary to say that dis- 
covery of oll upon several contiguous 
claims does not render it wholly un- 
important that assessment work 
thereafter done by the common own- 
er upon one of the claims, in order 
te be credited to him as if it had 
been distributed among the several 
claimma shall be of general benefit 
to th® group. This is the object of 
the act, and except ds the proviso 
so specifically declares ‘determina- 
tion of oll-bearing character’ to be 
of benefit to the contiguous claims, 
little is added to the effect of section 
2324, Revised Statutes, respecting 
grou assessment work. But we 
cannot declare a determination of 
the ‘oll-bearing character of a 
claim upon which oj] has already 
been discovered to be a matter so

APPEAL OF DR. LOCKE. 


MAYOR APPEARS ON PLATFORM 
AND GREETED WITH 
MUCH APPLAUSE. 


Voicing the opinion that Mayor 
Woodman, having been acquitted of 
the base charges preferred against 
him, should be renominated at the 
primaries, Dr. Charlies Edward 
Locke last night made a vigorous 
plea for “a good old-fashioned Weat- 
ern square deal” before a big congre- 
gation at the First Methodist Church, 
Mayor Woodman was on the piat- 
form, with many other prominent 
men, and, follo Dr. Locke's ad- 
dress, made a b statement. He 
thanked the minister for his en- 
courfging words, and paid @ tribute 
to the returned soldiers and sailors, 
many of whom had come to hear 
Dr. Locke's sermon on “The Ideal- 
iam of the American Soldier.” Mayor 
Woodman was pro- 
longed applause both at the start 
and the finish of his speech. 

“There is an honored tradition in 
California that a thief is the most 
despicable of criminals,” sald Dr. 
Locke, “In the early days a man was 
forgiven all infractions of the Ten 
Commandments except the eighth, 
‘Thou shalt not steal.’ If 4 man was 
a thief he was sum shot. |! 
think it is no less true in California 
today, that a thief ie the most des- 
picable of criminals. If a thief steals 
a life he should suffer capital pun- 
ishment. If he steals property he 
should be denied his freedom. But 
what about the thief who steals a 
man's good name? 

“Herein lies the injustice of the 
indictment end trial of Los Angeles’ 
chief executive. Upon the uncorrob- 
orated testimony of a self-confessed 
criminal, supported by gamblers and 
blackmaliiers, the Mayor of Los An- 
geles was indicted for bribery. His 
good name has been stigmatized. The 
honorable jury having carefully 
weighed all the evidence, after brief 
deliberation, rendered a verdict of 
not guilty, and every fair-minded 
citizen feels that Mayor Woodman is 
now entitled to @ square deal. 

“In this verdict Los Angeles has 
been vindicated and its Mayor has 
been completely esonerated. The 
criminal effort to steal the good name 
of the Mayor «nd fasten a stigma 
upon him should be made to utterly 
fall by placing the Mayor's name on 
the ticket at the primaries. Two 
years ago he was elected at the pri- 
maries.”
